To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  indicate  a mid-year  population 
of  6,710  an  increase  of  40  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  100  births  and  118  deaths  compared  with  105  births 
and  103  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of  17.4  compares 
with  a national  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1000  population  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12.5  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.7  per  1000  population. 

Causes  of  death  again  followed  the  usual  pattern,  ischaemic  heart  disease 
being  the  greatest  single  cause  of  death  and  accounting  for  24.6%  of  deaths  from 
all  causes.  Malignant  neoplasms  of  lung  and  bronchus  were  the  commonest  cause  of 
death  due  to  cancer.  There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  due  to 
the  hazards  of  birth. 

Outstanding  among  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  51  cases 
of  measles.  All  were  of  children  under  l4  years  of  age  and  the  outbreak  which 
occurred  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  was  in  keeping  with  similar  outbreaks 
in  adjoining  districts. 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  to  Hornsea  by  the  Hull  Corporation  and  all  of 
the  47  samples  from  domestic  supplies  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  satisfactory. 

Refuse  and  sewage  disposal  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

Unfit  houses  continued  to  be  dealt  with  and  23  defective  dwelling  houses 
were  rendered  fit  and  4 unfit  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  was  maintained  during  the  year  as  was  the 
sampling  of  milk,  cream  and  ice  cream. 

In  presenting  my  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their  help 
during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  constant  interest  and  support.

V/here  and  when  necessary  immunisations  are  carried  out  in  the  schools 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and 
tuberculosis .

Holderness  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  this  Co-ordinating  Committee  under  the 
aegis  of  the  County  Council,  met  in  Beverley  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of 
officers  in  the  district  who  were  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children. 

The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  were  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children 
in  their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families.

the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation  Officers. 
Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
took  the  Chair  at  this  Committee.

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull. 

Cervical  Cytology

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Town’s  refuse  continues  to  be  tipped  on  the  Hull  Corporation  controlled 
tip  at  Catfoss.  Although  some  time  loss  in  haulage  is  experienced  it  is  indeed 
fortunate  that  the  tip  is  within  such  a short  distance  of  Hornsea. 

At  the  beginning  of  April  my  Council  took  delivery  of  a new  50  cu.  yd. 
compression  type  refuse  vehicle  which  has  proved  immensely  valuable  and  has 
perhaps  been  the  most  significant  factor  in  maintaining  a reasonable  period 
between  collections,  although  considerable  difficulties  are  experienced  in 
keeping  to  acceptable  routine  collections  during  certain  periods. 

SEWaGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewage  continues  to  be  discharged  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea 
although  no  complaints  or  obvious  signs  of  pollution  were  received  or  observed. 
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Works  commenced  during  July  on  the  laying  of  the  now  submarine  outfall 
although  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  operations  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
owing  to  weather  conditions  and  problems  associated  with  specialized  operations 
of  this  nature »

Many  Councils  are  becoming  extremely  concerned  at  the  importance  of  house 
preservation  and  improvement  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  officers  responsible  for 
the  implementation  of  the  Act  to  encourage  members  who  are  perhaps  a little 
sceptical  to  support  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  their  endeavour  to 
safeguard  our  existing  housing  stock  from  falling  into  a greater  state  of 
disrepair  and  thereby  preclude  the  necessity  for  Council  house  development 
primarily  necessary  for  the  housing  of  displaced  persons  from  such  properties. 

Although  it  is  argued  that  there  is  insufficient  control  of  properties 
once  a Grant  has  been  approved  and  one  of  course  cannot  deny  that  some 
profiteering  is  inevitable,  this  freedom  from  encumbrance  highlights  the 
importance  of  a wide  interpretation  of  the  Act. 


FOOD 

1.  Ice  Cream 


Ice  Cream  samples  were  frequently  procured  during  the  period  under  review 
although  the  number  of  manufacturers  have  decreased  considerably  over  the  year 
which  is  perhaps  indicative  of  the  times  as  respects  ’takeovers'  and 
amalgamations . 

Twenty  seven  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
one  sample  only  was  deemed  unsatisfactory,  the  results  once  again  have  a 
similar  pattern  to  previous  years  and  would  indicate  ice  cream  as  an  extremely 
"safe”  commodity  of  food  when  manufactured,  distributed  and  stored  prior  to 
retail  using  modern  hygienic  food  handling  techniques. 

The  classification  of  ice  cream  results  are  in  provisional  grades 
ranging  from  I to  IV  grades  III  and  IV  considered  unsatisfactory.

Unfortunately  the  number  of  cream  samples  procured  during  the  year  fell 
short  of  the  1969  figure  although  the  seven  samples  which  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  proved  satisfactory. 

MILK

Other  Foods 


Four  complaints  only  were  received  by  my  Department  concerning  the 
unsatisfactory  nature  of  foodstuffs  purchased  within  tie  Town.  Each  case  was 
dealt  with  informally  after  reporting  the  facts  to  my  Committee  and  satisfactory 
investigations  were  concluded  in  all  cases* 

When  one  considers  the  quantity  of  foodstuffs  sold  within  a Town  the  size 
of  Hornsea  together  with  tho  population  from  surrounding  areas  and  the  great 
influx  of  people  at  certain  periods  during  the  year  tho  number  of  complaints 
received  relating  to  poor  food  handling  practices  or  food  being  sold  to  the 
consumer  in  contravention  of  /Section  2 Food  and  Drugs  act,  1955  i*e.  food  being 
sold  to  tho  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  os  not  being  of  the  nature,  substance  or 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  is  so  small  as  to  amount  to  infinitesimal 
proportions. 

Although  tremendous  improvements  both  in  food  handling  practices,  food 
producing  techniques,  storage  and  distribution  have  been  and  are  continually 
being  made  the  numbers  of  compl lints  in  r ;tio  to  the  consumption  of  food 
indicated  in  the  previous  chapter  does  no  doubt  in  my  opinion  paint  an  extremely 
f lse  picture.  If  the  pathetic  figures  of  this  Authority  were  to  be  reproduced 
on  a nationwide  survey  then  the  food  trade  could  very  well  become  complacent. 

Complacent  they  cannot  afford  to  become  for  I feel  sure  they  are  aware  that 
many  complaints,  serious  and  otherwise,  are  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
appropriate  Authorities  but  merely  personal  representations  made  by  the  offended 
purchaser  which  undoubtubly  is  of  tremendous  benefit  to  the  trade  and  only  the 
trade. 
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There  is  a tremendous  reluctance  from  the  public  generally  to  operate 
through  the  official  channels  which  exist  and  is  designed  for  their  own 
protection,  no  matter  how  serious  the  nature  of  complaint.  Even  when  complaints 
are  received  there  is  a greater  unwillingness  from  the  complainant  for  the 
matter  to  be  further  investigated  and  positive  panic  is  not  unusually  observed  if 
appearance  in  court  is  mentioned. 

The  British  public  appear  to  have  been  indoctrinated  over  a long  period 
to  the  point  that  one  seldom  expects  any  new  purchase  to  operate  efficiently 
over  anything  but  a short  period,  perhaps  the  British  housewife  is  in  danger 
of  becoming  similarly  infected  so  far  as  her  reluctance  to  be  hen  id  when  things 
are  not  "all's  well"  with  the  food  trade. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  quantity  and  type  of  foodstuffs 
voluntarily  surrendered  to  my  Department  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
Certificates  of  condemnation  are  issued  and  the  food  is  disposed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department.

Food  premises  are  visited  as  a matter  of  regular  routine  and  is  an  essential 
part  of  a Public  Health  Department  and  seems  to  be  the  only  way  of  ensuring  many 
businesses  retain  a reasonable  level  in  hygiene  etc.

Once  again  the  whole  of  the  204  No.  permanent  sites  on  the  Council^ 
caravan  camp  were  occupied  on  a permanent  residential  basis  i.e.  1st  March/ 

31st  October  and  the  6 No*  sites  for  touring  vans  were  utilized  extensively 
throughout  the  same  jaeriod  particularly  during  national  holidays  and  the 
summer  months. 

The  additional  shower  and  laundry  facilities  provided  the  previous  year 
were  received  very  favourably  by  residents  and  are  now  regarded  almost  as 
essential. 

Although  damage  has  occurred  from  time  to  time  the  incidence  of  vandalism 
is  quite  small  when  comparing  the  maximum  number  of  persons  on  the  site  at  any 
one  time. 

Several  breakdowns  did  occur  however  to  the  washing  machine  although  in 
many  instances  the  apparent  breakdowns  were  due  to  the  operators  misusing  the 
machine,  Any  genuine  breakdowns  were  attended  to  as  early  as  possible 
although  this  in  itself  proved  difficult  at  times  owing  to  the  specialist 
personnel  required . 

RaINFaLL 


The  total  rainf  11  for  the  year  was  624.4  m.m.  compared  with  an  average 
of  66G.6  m.m.  over  the  past  ten  years.  Rain  fell  on  184  days  (177  days  in 
1969)  November  being  the  wettest  month  with  109.6  m.m.  and  May  the  driest  with 
10.4  m.m. 
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
